So Far Sixteen Dead Men Have Been Found, While the Num- 


ber of Wounded Reaches Sixty, with a Long List of 
Names Still To Be Accounted for—Ameri- 
cans Were Fearless Throughout Fight. 


Juragua, Cuba, June 25, 4 p. m., via Kingston, Jamaica, June 26, 10 2. m.—The 
initial fight of Colonel Wood’s Rough Riders and the troopers of the First and 
Tenth regular cavalry will be known in history as the battle of La Quasina. 

That it did not end in the completo slaughter of the Americans was 
not due to any miscalculation in the plan of the Spaniards, for as per- 
fe@t an ambuscade as was ever formed in the brain of an Apache Indian 
was prepared, and Lieutenant Roosevelt and his men walked squarely 
into it. 


For an hour and a half they held their ground under a perfect storm of bul- 
lets from the front and sides, and then Colonel Wood at the right and Lieutenant 
Colonel Roosevelt at the left led a charge which turned the tide of battle and 


sent the enemy fiying over the hills toward Santiago. 
Sixteen Americans Killed. 


It is now definitely known that sixteen men on the American s'de were killed 
while sixty were wounded or are reported to be missing. It is impossible to cal- 
culate the Spanish losses, but it is known that they were far heavier than those 
of the Americans, at least as regards actual loss of life. Already thirty-seven 
dead Spanish soldiers have been found and buried, while many others undoubtedly 
are lying in the thick underbrush on the side of the gully and on the slope of the 
hill, where the main body of the enemy was located. The wounded were all re- 


moved. 
What the Spaniards were thoroughly posted.as to the route taken by 
the Americans in their movement toward Sevilla was evident as shown 


by the careful preparations they had made. 

The main body of the Spaniards was posted on a hill, on the heavily wooded 
slopes of which had been erected two blockhouses, flanked by irregular intrench- 
ments of stone and fallen trees. At the bottom of these hills run two roads along 
which Lieutenant Colonel Rooseveit’s men and eight troops of the First and 
Tenth cavalry, with a battery of four howitzers, advanced. These roads are but 


little more than gullies, rough and narrow and at places almost impassable. In

these trails the fight occurred. Nearly half a mile separated Roos2vvit’s 
from the regulars and between them and on both sides of the road in the 
underbrush was concealed a force of Spaniards that must have been large, judg- 
irg from the terrific and constanr flie they poured in on the Americans, 
: Regulars Open the Fight. 

The fight was opened by the Firct and Tenth cavalry, under General Young. 
A force of Spaniards was kuswn to be in the vicinity of La Quasina and early tn 
the morning Lieutenant Colonel Reosevelt’s men started off up the precipitous 
bluff back of Siboney to attack the Spaniaris om their right flank, vVieneral Yu:.reg 
at the same time taking the road at the foct of the hill. About two and a half 
miles out from Siboney some Cubans, breathless and excited, rushed into cump

Then cauticusly 


and in silence the troops moved forward until a bend in the road disclosed a hill 


where the Spaniards were located. The guns were again brought to the front ~- 


and placed in position, while the men crouched down in the road waiting impa- 
tiently to give Roosevelt’s men, who Were teiling over the little “trail along the 
crest of the ridge, time to get up. 

At 7:30 a. m. General Young gave the command to the men at the Hotchkiss 
guns to open fire. The command was the signal for a fight that for stubbornness 
has seldom been equaled. The instant the Hotchkiss guns were fired the hillsides 
commanding the road gave forth volley after volley from the Mausers of the

“Don’t shoot until you see something to shoot at,’ yelled Gencral 
Young, and the men, with set jaws and gleaming eyes, obeyed the 
order. | 

Crawling along the edge of the road and prostrating themselves, the troopers, 
gome of them stripped to the waist, watched the base of the hil] and when any 
part of a Spaniard became visible, they fired. Never for an instant did they falter. 

One husky warrior of the Tenth cavalry, with a ragged. wound in his thigh, 
coolly knelt behirid a rock, loading and firing, and when told by one of his com- 
rades that he was wounded, laughed and said: 

“Oh, that’s all right. That’s been there fcr some time.” 

In the meantime away off to the left could be heard the crack of the rifles of 
Colonei Wood’s men and the regular, deeper toned volley firing of the Spanish. 


Over there the American losses were the greatest. 

Colonel Wood's men, with an advance guard well out in front, and two Cuban 
guides before them, but apparently with no flankers, went squarely into the trap 
set for them by the Spaniards, and only the courage of the men in the face of a 
fire that would even make a veteran quail, prevented what might easily have 


been a disaster. As it was, troop L, the advance guard, under the unfortunate 


Captain Capron, was almost surrounded, and but for the re-enforcement hur- 
riedly sent forward every man would probably have been killeg or wounded. 


Fought for Two Hours. 


“In the two hours’ fighting during which the volunteers battled against their 
concealed enemy enough deeds of heroism were done to fill a volume. One of the 
men of troop E, desperately wounded, was lying squarely between the lines of 
fire. Surgeon Church hurried to his side and, with bullets pelting all around him, 
calmly dressed the man’s wound, bandaged it and walked unconcernedly back, 
byt soon returning with two men end a Jitter. The wounded man was placed.on the 
litter and brought into our lines.

Wheeler Sends Back a Message. 
From the American position at sevilia, 
Santiago is plainly visible and the fortifica- 


tions can be seen. The following reporte 


to General Shafter from generals at the 
front show the conditions: 


‘To General Shafter—I have Just seen two 
negro boys who left Santiago this morning 
(Saturday). They réport that the «soldiers 
and citizens are very short of food. The 
soldiers and officers have egeized all the 
food in the ships. They are killing young 
horses for food and-in the hospitals cre 
subsisting on b‘¢ead made of rice flour. 

Three Spanish generals took part in the 
fight at Sevilla yesterday. Five wagon 
loads of wourded were carried into Santi- 
ago and many others wounded got there on 
horses or afoot. We can see Morro castle 
and the fag very distinctly from our posi- 
tion. The Cubans confirm the reports as ta 
the fine characte® of the fortifications 
around the city. Seven lines of barbed wire 
are stretched around the trenches. The 
Spaniards have recently dug deep trenches 
around the entire city, connecting a series 
of small forts.

Sampson's Ships Growing Weary 
of the Long Inactivity, 


BATTLE MAY COME SOOK 


Spanish Admiral Has Three Propositlons 
Before Him. Now, 


ONE IS 10 SURRENDER WITH HIS SHIPS 


Or He Can Destroy His Vessels and 
Then Give Up, or He May Make 
a. Dash for the Ocean and 
Be Sunk by the 
Americans. 


' Off Santiago de Cuba, June 25, via King- 
ston, Jamaica, June 26, 6 p. m.—While the 
army advances the main portion of the 
fleet lies patiently in front of Morro castle, 
awaiting its opportunity. Before the end 
of next week the fate of Santiago and Ad- 
miral Cervera shouid be decided. By that 
time it is believed the Spanish troops will 
have been forced back upon the city and 
defeated in a decisive engagement. S:mul- 
tanously the forts at the mouth of .the 
harbor should be captured under cover of 
a naval bombardment. 

Three things will then be left to Cervera— 
ta surrender with his ships, to surrender 
after destroying his ships, or to make a 
dash out to sure destruction. He may fore- 
‘stall fate by making an attempt to get out 
of the harbor before the army accom- 
plishes its end. The first Spanish ship to 
appear off Morro castle would be sunk 
within fifteen minutes. Nothing in Ad- 
miral Cervera’s fleet could survive the con- 
centrated fire of all the battleships in the 
navy and three ot the best cruisers. 

‘ ‘The general opinion among naval experts 
is that Santiago town will be burned by the 
Spanish troops béfore they surrender; that 
Admiral Cervera will destroy his ships and 
that he will then submft to the enemy. If 
this supposition is correct the whole work 
shouM be accomplished in a week. It is

Heights About the City Have Been Strongly Fortified and Will Be 
Extremely Hard To Take, 


SHAFTER'S OKWARD MOVEMENT WILL BE STOUTLY RESISTED 


The Spaniards Are Determined To Defend the Place as Long as Ammunitio: 
and Supplies Hold Out, 


THE PLACE HAS A LARGE AND WELL EQUIPPED FORCE FOR DEFENSE 


Roads Leading to Santiago Are Almost Impassable, and United .. 
States Engineers Will Be Compelled to Build High- 
ways for the Transportation of the Heavy 
Guns and Supplies Necessary.

Washington, June 26.—(Special.)—There was more activity about the state, 
war and navy buildings today than on any Sunday since the war began. All 
of the head officials were in their offices early except Secretary Long, and the 


offices throughout presented a week day scene. As a result there was great 


anticipation on the part of the seekers for news, but so far as definite informa- 
tion was concerned, there was nothing but disappointment.

Nothing came from Shafter or Sampson during the day. 


construeqd as meaning that the American commanders, satisfied the 


position held by the troops, had not made any material movement forward on 


but had devoted the day to strengthening the advance guard about 


Santiago paving the way for the advance of the artillery.

‘The war board was in session for some time during the morning. 

There were frequent consultations with the heads of the various de- 
partments, and from the best information obtainable, every epergy is 
now being bent toward furnishing Shafter with the re-enforcements 
which it is felt he may need. 

Army and, navy officers who are familiar with the topography of the 
country over which General Shafter and his forces must travel before they reach 
Santiago heights, are extremely cautious in making predictions as to the date 
of the fall of Santiago. The Spaniards have had ample time to station their 
defense of the-city on the heights and information on file at the war depart- 
ment shows that they have fortified the hills surrounding the city so that a 
stubborn resistance may be expected. Santiago is not a walled city like Havana, 
but nature has provided it with a range of mountainous hills on which have 
been erected earthworks fully adequate for the defense of the city. 

It is believed that the Spaniards are prepared to resist the onward 
march of General Shafter’s forces from Sevilla. | 


It may be many days before the American troops scale Santiago he‘ghts, 


and get a chance to take a peek down into the harbor and view for the first time 
the fleet of Admiral Cervera, provided Admiral Sampson does not destroy it in the 
meantime—while: the forces of Shafter are pressing forward upon Santiago. 
The 12,000 Spanish regulars and the recruits taken into the Spanish army 
recently will doubtless endeavor to check the Americans and hold them back 
until the Spanish re-enforcement at Holguin, on the north, and Manzanillo, on 
the west of Santiago, ean be. brought to the rescue of the city to be ‘nvaded. 
There is but one road on the east leading to Santiago, and that is occupied by 
General Shafter’s forces as far as Sevilla, according to latest advices received 
at the war department. That road is far from being equal to our American turn- 
pikes or well-kept county roads. It is narrow, and In some places almost {mpassa- 
ble for heavy wagon trains and artillery, which must be used in the attack 
upon santionsi! While the obstructions in the road may delay the expedition 
of General Shafter, they must be overcome and those details are to be Icoked 
after by the engineers, who will cut a most important figure in all the operations 


in Cuba. The fact must not be lost sight of that the engineer corps is a Very 


important factor in the present War. 
Making Way for Engineers. 

Roosevelt’s rough riders and the cavalry under Gencral Wheéler were mak- 

ing way for the engineer corps when the conflict at Juragua took place. There 


are 300 members of the engineers’ department with General Shafter and they 


will be sent ahead of the main body of troops to blaze the way through the now 
almost impassable region leading to Santiago. The road along which the American 
forces eae how being moved is crossed by two streams, which make their way into 
the -sea. Bridges may have to be constructed to enable the troops to cross them. 
Roads have to be widened and breastworks thrown up for the protection of the 
army. That is the work of the engineers’ department. Experienced men can accom- 
plish better results than troops untrained in that particular line of duty and for 
that reason some of the very best men in the ergineers’ department are with Gen- 
era] Shafter. All of these little details seem to have been overlooked by those 
who are predicting the invasion of Santiago within the next twenty-four hours. 
While there is not the slightest reason to doubt the ability of General Shafter 
to capture Santiago it can hardly be accomplished without some setbacks, and 


some delays which may be vexatious to those who are clamoring for quick action 


and speedy results. 

If General Shafter has not a force sufficient to overcome the Spanish 
forces, which are now supposed to be combining in the vicinity of San- 
tiago, the president stanis ready to send him ten, twenty, and if neces* 
sary, fifty thousand additional troops. That is the spirit prevailing at 
the war department todzy. 

Although in some quartefs it is claimed that Shafter does not need re-enforce- 
ments, the presiderit and Secretary Alger are not going to take any chaiges of be- 


ing defeated at that point. Consequently General Miles and Adjutant General Cor- 


bin have been on duty at the department all day, rushing through the details 


looking to the immediate embarkation of re-enforcements from Tampa. Santiago 
must fall, and with it Admiral Cervera’s fleet must be captured or destroyed. That 


is the substance of the orders under which General Shafter and Admiral Samp- 


son are operating. 

The capture of Santiago will determine the future policy of the administra- 
tion with regard to the movement upon Havana. When General Shafter reaches 
Santiago and is in full possession there, it is not likely that he will feel justified 
in resting his army in the lowlands of that unhealthy city. He will find seven 
separate roads leading out of that city, three to the northward and ome te the

Madrid, June 26.—The cabinet held a long 
session today for the purpose of devising 
national defense, Senor Sagasta, the pre-

tions. Changes in the ministry were dis- 
cussed. 

The tone of the press is despondent and 
many journals bemoan the fact that the 
powers have abandoned Spain while she 


is defemding their cause. 

They say that France, having received 
commercial concessions from Washington, 
remains indifferent, while Germany keeps 
in the background and Russia uses Spain 
as a cat's paw in her diplomacy. Spain 
must in no case, the papers declare, accept 


the intervention of Europe. It would be 
better to treat directly with the enemy. 

It is hoped in official circles that the Span- 
ish forces will be able fto defend Santiago 
until General Pando’s re-enforcememts ar- 
rive there by forced marches. The Ameri-

Chickamauga Park, Ga., June 26.—(Spe- 
<ial.)}—The First Georgia regiment, with 
fourteen other regiments now camped here, 
received orders this morning to break camp 
immediately and leave for Santiago, Cuba, 
to re-enforce Genera! Shafter. There is 
no doubt about the certainty of the imme- 
diate departure, for the troops are already 
making ready to board the trains. 

Fifteen thousand men will Jeave Chick- 
emauga during the early part of this week. 
The First Ceorgia regiment will be the 
first to Jeave. It is among the few that 
@re completely equipped and some of the 
regiments ordered away will be held until 
the last possible moment to get ojper sup- 
plies. The regiments ordered away with 
their commanders, are as follows:

BRANTLEY ON ANNEXATION. 


Georgia Congressman Says Question 
Will Be an Important Issue. 

Brunswick, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—The 
effect of Congressman .Brantley’s speech at 
Eastman on Wednesday last in regard to 
the annexation of Hawaii, Cuba or any 
other country, or portion of country, haé 
been gto cause much discussion throughout 
the eleventh district. To more fully set his 
views before the public I asked him for an 
interview oh this important subject and in 
it he said: 

“The proposition to annex the Hawaiian 
islands passed the house by an overwhelm- 
ing majority and has a majority in the 
senate favorabie to it whenever a vote is 
reached. It is charged that the annexation 
of these islands is Dut the beginning of a 
policy of imperialism. A distinguished re- 
publican speaker on the floor of the house 
recently said that these islands wou'd be 
for us but a stepping stone in the path 
across the Pacific to our more distant 
possession in the orient. There seems to be 


a growing sentiment in favor of the annex- - 


ation of not only the Hawatian islands, but 
as well the Philippines, Porto Rico and 
Cuba. 

“In the war resolutions passed by the 
present congress there is a clause in which 
it is declared that we do not expect to ex- 
ercise any sovereignty or jurisdiction over 
the island of Cuba, except for the pacifica- 
tion thereof, and when this is accomplished 
the island will be turned over to its own 
people. Notwithstanding this declaration 
't is asserted that it would be no inconsis- 
tency upon our part if, after Cuba is made 
free. he Cuban republic should propose an- 
nexation to us, and we should accept it. 

“This question of aggrandizement or im- 
periaiism threatens to become a very iive 
issue and many regard it already as one of 
the most important issues now before the 
American people. If this policy is entered 
upon it wil overturn the traditions and 
policy of this government for a century 
back. It is contrary to the teachings of 
Washington and Jefferson. It means the 
overturning of the Monroe doctrine, because 
we cannot with any show of consistency 
ask European countries to keep their in- 
Stitutions out of our continent and at the 
Same time set up our republican institutions 
in the east. 

“It is conceded that such a policy would 
require a vast increase in our standing 
army a§$ well as in our navy, and in ail 
likelihood it would involve us in European 
dissensions, from which we have uniformly 
kept free. 

““‘In our present detached situation we are 
hardly in danger of any war except such 
as we choose to declare. We have no 
Segregated territory to become a hostage to 
any foreign power with a stronger navy 
than ours. No country could hope to gain 
any advantage by waging war againé@t us, 
because no country could hope to auccess- 
fully invade our territory and obtain any 
portion of it. ‘ 

“Under our constitution we ecanrst maire 
tain colonies. We can only add new ter- 
ritory by making states out of it. Our su- 
preme court so dec#ared in the famous 
Dredd Scott case. Any other ruling woulda 
Mean the overturning vf the declaration of 
independence itseif in which our forefathers 
dec‘ared that all men were created equal 
and thac all just government derives its 
power from the consent of the governed. 

“S50 far as the Hawaiian isiands them- 
Beives are concerned, they are distant more 
than 2.000 miles from our shores. They are 
many hundreds of miles out of the track 
of steamers plying between San Francisco 
and Manila. If they are a necessity from 
a military or strategic standpoint, as is 
contended, it is freely insisted in reply that 
this necessity Is met by our present treaty 
With the isiands, under which the exclusive 
contro! of Pearl river harbor is granted 
to this gcvernment during the existence of 
the treaty. This harbor is said to be the 
only one on the isiands that could be stc- 
cessfully and completely defended. 

“Notwithstanding the alleged necessity of 
preparing these islands for defensive pur- 
poses, no step has ever been taken to 
equip or tn any manner fortify this harbor. 

‘Tne treaty referred to is a reciprocity 
treaty and under it we admit free of duty 
in this country the sugar, molasses and 
sume ofher products of these islands. The 
figures show that in the past twenty years 
we have remitted duties amounting in the 
aggregate fo something like $65,000.000 and, 
that we have on'y sold of our products to 
the peonln of these islands $67,000,000. This 
remission of duties has inured solely to the 
benefit of the people of the Hawaiian 
islands and it is so favorable and advanta- 
geovws to them that it is unreasonable to 
suppose that they have any desire 10 
abandon the treaty. 

“Under our construction of the Monroe 
doctrine we have heretofore declared tnat 
we would regard any interference with 
these islands by European powers as an 
act unfriendly to us. This has been tte 
position of the United States for many 
vears. It has been sufficient to keep the 
European powers from interfering ‘with 
these tslands. If it is our purpose and de- 
sire to maintain this position we can do 
it Just as well without annexing the islands 
as by annexing them. The effect of an- 
nexation woul® not meke nus anv stronger 
or more carebic of protecting them than 
we now are. 

“In 1853 President Fillmore declined a 
treaty of annexation from these islands. 
Repeated ard continued efforts to annex 
them since have failed. The people of the 
islands are nor beine consulted in the mat- 
cer now. While  ostensibiy a republican 
form of government exists on the is'ands. 
vet, nevertheless. the great majority of 
the inhabitants are disfranchised. The an- 
nexatior when accomolished in this con 
gress will be due to the plea of war emer- 
gency.” 


HOUSE IS WAITING ON SENATE. 


Appropriation Bills Will Consume the 
Time of Representatives. 
Washington. June 26.—Nothing of impor- 
tance is likely to come YS%efore the house 
this week. Conference reports upon the 
sundry civil. Indian and District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bills probab!y will be sub- 
mitted and the conference report upon the 
bankruptcy measure, which the senate has 
adopted. will be considered. Its adoption 

by the house is apparently assured. 

Mr. Hull, for the committee on military 
affairs, wil] insist upon consideration of a 
number of bilis made necessary by war de- 
mands, notably one to increase the force 
of the ordnance department. The situation 
in the house is such that final adjournment 
cou.d be easily reacheé within a very few 
days shoul@ the senate dispose of the Ha- 
waiian resolutions. Henceforth, therefofe, 
the progTamme in the house must be large- 
ly one of waiting uyon the senate’s conclu- 
sion respecting annexation. 


THE MONEY MARKET WEAKENS. 


Business on European Stock Exchange 
Has Been Stagnant. 

London, June 2.—Contrary to expecta- 
tions, the money market continues to weak- 
en and there is every prospect of the taif 
yearly settlement passing much more easi.y 
than usual and that money will be a drug 
on the market for some time. 

Busimess on the stock exchange has been 
stagnant during the week past, even in- 
vestment stocks being quiet. American ge- 
eurities absorb the most attention and the 
market has been pretty firm. Most of these 
securities advanced, including Northérn Pa- 
cific preferred 1%, Union Pacific preferred 
1%, Northern Pacific 1%, Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe preferred 1 and Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe adjustment 1.

Strike May Be Averted. 

From what can be learned it is pelieved 
that the miners at their adjourned conven- 
tion to be held tomorrow in this city will 
accept the offer of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railroad Company for an advamce of 
2% cents per ton on coal mining.

the south could most Gebiaiks re- 
turn at this time to the observance of 
the Fourth of July bringing with her 
to ornament that occasion not only the 
homage of fervid eloquence, -but the 
tribute of gallant deeds.

* But other reasons suggest themselves, 
Should the south sit idly by with folded 
hands and permit other sections of the 
country to monopolize the jubilation 
which is sent up yearly in honor of the 
government which she so largely helped 
to frame? Take away from the gov- 
ernment the contributions which the 
south has made to it, and what would 
become ofits glories? We ask this 
question in no sectional spirit, but mere- 
ly to emphasize the tangible interest 
which the south possesses in the essen- 
tial traditions of the government. If we 
will turn our thoughts’ back to that 
struggle out of which the independence 
of this country fruited, we will find that 
three of its most conspicuous figures 
were from the south, viz, Henry, who 
kindled the fires of the revolution; Jef- 
ferson, who penned the declaration, and 
Washington, who lead the American 
armies to victory. But coming further 
on down we will find that, in addition to 
furnishing the nation with #s first chief 
executive, the south also produced Mad- 
ison, the father of the constitution; 
Monroe, the author of the famous doc- 
trine which still bears his name; Mar- 
shall and Taney, the great luminaries of 
the supreme court; Jackson, the hero of 
New Orleans, and countless other lead- 
ers whose achievements in peace and 
in war belong to the common treasure 
of the nation. We do not intend to be 
invidious when we say that if any sec- 
tion of the country should feel privi- 
leged to jubilate over its greatness and 
to celebrate the anniversary of its birth, 
then surely that section is the south. 
What then ts to prevent the south from 
returning with her old enthusiasm to 
the celebration of the Fourth of July?

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Our Greatest American Writer. 

The Springfield Republican refers to 
Mark Twain as “the greatest of Ameri- 
can contemporary writers,’ and we are 
glad to see this deserved distinction con- 
ferred on Mr. Clemens in the east, where 
the majority of literary critics are dis- 
posed to make too much of the quali- 
ties that make up what is called ‘“‘pre- 
ciousness’’—qualities that are foreign 
to English literature. 

We see to what a pass “preciousness”’ 
has brought Mr. Henry James. Since 
his really fine work, “The Portrait of a 
Lady,” his diction has gone from bad 
to worse, until now it totters along 
through paragraphs and parentheses, 
like an amateur on a tight rope, feel- 
ing its way and fumbling about for word 
and phrase in a way to promote a feel- 
ing of dreadful uneasiness in the read- 
er’s mind. 

Mr. James has his imitators, as well 
as his admirers, and he occasionally hits 
off a very brilliant and effective bit of 
criticism; but as a writer of fiction his 
diction is fatal to healthy ‘enjoyment. 
It is said he is a writer for writers; but 
he must be a queer writer, indeed, who 
could wish to parallel the later perform- 
ances of Mr. James in story writing. 

One can enjoy the delicate embroider- 
ies of ‘Mr. Howells and others of that 
school without making the mistake of 
supposing that the frills and fretwork 
possess the vital characteristics of cre- 
ative literature: but when one reads 
Mr. Clemen’s “Huckleberry Finn,” the 
feeling comes that here is a great 
achievement in creative work, and that 
it is purely and essentially American to 
the very core. The background is his- 
torical, development of the story native 
to our experience, and the characters 
living human beings. 

Reading this story, we feel that here 
ts a great American novel at once orig- 
inal and complete, built on large lines 
and reproducing the very atmosphere 
that is a part of the progress and de- 
velopment of American life. And the 
same feeling is aroused in reading all 
of Mr. Clemen’s books devoted to Amer- 
ican life. : 

Here, therefore, we have a great cre- 
ative writer who is labeled by most of 
our critics as “a popular American hu- 
morist.” It is a label that is too smal] 
for the bulky freight it is intended to 
describe, and we are glad to- see that 
The Springfield Republican, whose lit- 
erary editor, Mr. Whiting, is one of the 
few competent critics in the country, is 
so ready to do justice to the foremost 
figure in American literature. 

Spain’s Utter Hopelessness. 

There is one Spaniard at least who 
seems to be on friendly terms’ with the 
truth, and we sincerely respect him for 
the courage with which he openly de- 
clares his convictions in regard to the 
present war. This exceptional flower 
of Castilian blood is none other than the 
distinguished Senor Pi y  Margall, 
whose rather odd name is familiar to 
most of our readéfs. In ‘addition to 
editing one of the most influential re- 
publican newspapers of Madrid Senor 
P? y Margall is otherwise conspicuous 
in the public affairs of the kingdom. 

Commenting recently upon the serious 
losses which Spain had encountered in 
the present war, Senor Pi y Margall 
declared that Spain had allowed herself 
to be deceived in regard to the supposed 
weakness of the United States. ‘‘Most 
of us have labored under the impres- 
sion,” observed he, “that the people of 
the United States were shopkeepers too 


deeply immersed in commercial affairs to’ 


waste any time upon matters of honor 
or to wage war with serious intent. We 
have been apparently blind to the fact 
that the people of the United States 
have successfully waged two ‘vars with 
Great Pritain and one with Mexico, be- 
sides contending among themselves from 
1861 to 1865 in one of. the greatest con- 
flicts of modern times.” Such is the 
pungent manner in which this outspok- 
en and fearless republican leader up- 
braids Spain for allowing herself to be 
deceived in regard to facts which orght 
to have been perfectly familiar to eve-y 
schoolboy in the kingdom. Somewhat 
in the same vein he continued: “We 
have even been advised to invade the 
enemy’s country. Suppose this were easy 
to do what covld we get? In the war 
of 1812 Great Britain undertook to, ! 
vade the United States, and succ 


in gaining possession of ‘Washington: 
but later on the was utterly defeated 
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ae ‘compelled to sign the, treaty of 


Ghent. ‘With 70,000,000 of people the 
United States is more capable than ever 
before of exhibiting that prowess in 
which she has heretofore excelled al- 
most every nation on the globe.” This 
is strong language, and coming from 
one of the ablest popular leaders of the 
kingdom, it cannot fail to impress upon 
Spain some remorseful estimate of th 
folly into which she has stooped in 
failing to settle by arbitration the is- 
sues which she has relegated to the 
sword, Senor Pi.-y Margall is appar- 
ently satisfied that Spain cannot possi- 
bly win out in the present fight, and that 
in justice to herself she ought to seek 
without deiay to end the struggle which 
*3 costing herself so much in the way 
of life and treasure. He shows his fe:. 
iow countrymen that two of the most 
powerful countries of Europe—Great 
Britain and Russia—have openly avowed 
their friendship for the United States, 
and that such being true, it would be 
in vain for Spain to look for any ma- 
terial assistance from any direction. 

We admire the straightforward man- 
ner in which Senor Pt y Margall speaks 
the unvarnished truth, but with such 
proclivities we fear that he must feel 
dreadfully lonesome in Spain.

A Striking Difference. 

Certain esteemed contempwpraries of 
the cuckoo variety are trying to make 
it appear that those democrats who 
thought proper to vote against the res- 
olution annexing Hawaii have thereby 
indorsed Cleveland's Hawaiian policy. 

Nothing could be farther from the 
truth. Mr. Cleveland was opposed ‘to 
annexation, we presume, but his Ha- 
waiian policy was of such a nature that 
no democrat and but few Americans 
could agree with it. He did his utmost 
to defeat the plans of those who estab- 
lished a republican form of government 
on the island, and he was at the bot- 
tom of an intrigue to haul down the 
American flag on the islands, and reseat 
on the dry goods box she called her 
throne the queen who represented the 
rule of monarchy. 

To oppose annexation is one thing; 
there are good arguments on both sides: 
but to attempt to restore a monarchy 
which had been overthrown is another 
and quite a different thing. Mr. Cleve- 
land, we believe, is the first American 
official who ever attempted such a game 
as that. All our other presidents have 
been impressed by the fact that this 
government is pledged by its history 
and its character to sympathize with, if 
not support, the efforts of people every- 
where who desire to govern themselves. 
Properly understood, the American re- 
public is a menace to monarchial in- 
stitutions every where. 
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Our Trade with the Orient. 

While the matter of extending our 
trade relations with the orient is re- 
ceiving serious attention at this time 
in commercial circles, it might be well 
fer us to revert to the energetic and 
wideawake efforts which Npain is put- 
ting forth in this same direction. 

Our American consul at Chemuitz, 
Mr. J. C. Monaghan, writes that for 
several years past Spain has been ex- 
ceedingly active in the matter of cul- 
tivating’ her trade relations with the 
orient, and that in consequence of this 
fact she is enjoying today large reven- 
ues therefrom. Within the past ten 
years he states that Germany has in- 
creased her establishments in China 
from fifty-six to ninety-two and in Ja- 
pan from thirty-eight to fifty-seven. He 
states further that within this time 
shipments from Germany to China have 
increased from $5,871,500 to $10,769,500, 
while shipments from Germany to Ja- 
pan have increased from $4, 426, 800 to 
$8,490,000. 

Mr. Monaghan states that in addition 
to her various other investments in the 
orient, Germany expects during the 
present year to open sample warehouses 
in Bomsay, Calcutta, Pekin, Shanghai, 
Hong Kong, Yokahoma and Tokio. 

Most of the oriental countries feel 
kindly toward the United States, and 
with ‘diligent efforts on our part there 
is no reason on earth, in view of our 
superior advantages, why we should not 
enjoy the bulk of the foreign trade of 
the oriental countries. We cannot be 
too deeply concerned in regard to this 
important matter. 

With respect to the possibilities which 
the future holds out to us for extending 
our trade relations with the orient, Mr. 
Monaghan says this: 

The east has more than half the human 
race to clothe and feed, and no nation has 
opportunities like our own. With lines of 
steamers from San Francisco, Seattle and 
Portland, with a canal via Nicaragua or 
Panama, tand communication from the gulf 
and Atlantic cities, we must partivipate s 
nv other power can in the commercial sivien- 
dor promised for the coming century. If 
ccaree cottons can be spun and woven in 
the south, if Alabama can make iron rui's 
as cheap or cheaper than England, if Eu- 
rope buys our machines, locomotives, tccols, 
agr’cultural implements, ete., we must cevr- 
ry these products to the east. 

There is much encouragement for us 
in the foregoing paragraph, but we need 
to bestir ourselves if we avail ourselves 
of the splendid opportunities which Mr. 
Monaghan describes. 


Great Britain’s Uneasiness. 

Great Britain’s industrial prestige 
rests largely upon the supplies of iron 
ore which she has been able to extract 
from the soil of her world-wide domain 
within the past few years; and, natur- 
ally, the statement made through offi- 
cial channels that her resources in this 
respect are beginning to show evident 
signs of diminution, is well calculated 
to produce uneasiness in Great Brit- 
ain’s mind. 

One of the leading exponents of pop- 
ular sentiment in Great. Britain in mat- 
ters of practical interest, The London 
Statist, is outspoken in the views which 
it entertains upon the subject. “The 
real danger before this country,” ob- 
serves the organ in question, “is not so 
much the possibility that in a future 
war our marine may suffer from hos- 
tile cruisers but rather that our sup- 
plies of iron ore are beginning to run 
short.” This is the bluntly stated text 


from which The London Statist, with- 


out mincing words, proceeds to show 
that the condition in which the disclo- 
sure indicated puts Great Britain, is 
extremely critical. “We are dependent 
to a larger extent than most people real- 
ize, upon foreign countries already,” it 
continues, “and some of these foreign 
countries themselves will not be able 
to supply us as of old according to pres- 
ent appearances. We can, no doubt, 
obtain large supplies from the United 
States. But it must not be overlooked 
that if.the United States tron industry 


is so enormously developed that it can 


supply the home requirements and yet 


supply Si ols surplus for our. damands, 


sar poston etna! A wh tibleeee: 
ing as it once was”. “From the tenor 
of the foregoing extract it is evident 
that the situatiom is, indead, serious and 
that Great Britain ‘undoubtedly has 
gemuine cause fo: apprehension. While 
she may be able to comumand large sup- 
plies of iron ore from the United States 
for some time to cdéme, ‘still the day is 
not far distant when she will be forced 
to recognize the industrial prestige of 
the United States, and to yield up the 
boasted supremacy’ which she has so 
long enjoyed. 

What The Londony Statist, without re- 
sorting to inuendo, ‘says*in plain Eng- 
lish other leading fournals of Great 
Britain believe to be’ true, although they 
do not say so in words. There can be 
no doubt of the fact that the United 
States is destined in time to supersede 
Great Britain industrially, if, indeed, 
that change has not already taken place.

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| LIEUTENANT BLUE, ’ 
OF SOUTH CAROLINA. 


When the old confederates meet in At- 
lanti rext month there -will be tears of 
joy shed over the victories that southern 
blood is achieving in the present conflict 
between this country and Spain. It is 
a pardconable pride that causes the blood 
in southern veins to leap faster along 
when the wires flash fresh from the flekl 
of battle the story of some new and daring 
exploit executed by a son of the gouth. 
We of the south have always known the 
valor of cur people, as well as their loyal- 
ty to the American eagle; but we have 
been living so long beheath the misrep- 
resentation of northern and eastern po- 
litical mountebanks that the world, espe- 
cially Spain, has come to look upon, us 
as a band of rebels who were waiting only 
for an opportune time to strike a death 
blow to the stars and stripes. 

When those hug wire cables which 
linked Cuba to the outside world were 
to be cut, it was a southern boy who 
led the schooner up to and beneath the 
fire of the guns of Cienfuegos—and it Was 
Bagley, of North Carolina, who fell. When 
Cervera, with his fleet, had anchored with- 
in the harbor of Santiago and Admiral 
Sampson wanted the cork put into the 
neck of the bottle, it was a southern boy 
who planned the work and executed it 
beneath the most deadly fire that has 
yet issued from Spanish guns. And as @ 
result Hobson, of Alabama, jis held in a 
Snanish dungeon. When it became nec- 
essary for us to communicate with the 
insurgent general-in-chief, Gomez, whose 
army was on the mainland pf Cuba, it 
Was a southern boy who, with tweive 
picked men, led the expedition and ran 
the gantlet of Spanish gunboats and 
Snvanish sgso‘diers. And when Admiral 
Sampson desired information concerning 
the number and position of Cervera’s 
fleet. which was hidden ‘pehind the hills 
in the harbor of Santiago, he dispatched 
this sume scutnern boy to the perilous 
task of passing the Spanish ranks ana 
obtaining a position clese enough to the 
harbor to give him the informat‘on de- 
sired. He covered seventy miles on mule- 
back in accomplishing this feat. That 
boy was Lieutenant Victor Blue, of South 
Carolina, executive officer of the Suwanee 
with Sampson’s fleet off Cuba. He bears 
the honor of having planted the first 
American flag on Cuban soil, and, thnere- 
fore, a few faets concerning his life may 
prove interesting. 
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Lieutenant Victor Blue was born in 
northern North Carolina about thirty years 
ago, and is descended from the early 
Scotch settlers of that district. It may 
be interesting to note in these days when 
heredity claims such an important part in 
affairs, that he is the son of Colonel John 
Gilchrist Blue, of the confederate army, 
the grandson of Colonel John Blue, of 
the war of 1812, and the great grandson 
of Captain John Blue, of the revolutionary 
war, and of Captain John Gilchrist, of the 
British navy. His father was a native 
of North Carolina and was a member of 
the body who declared for secession, his 
vote being. cast for the affirmative. It 
may be intéresting to note in ths eon- 
nection that his father studied law under 
Chief Justice Pearson, who was the grand- 
father of Richmond Pearson Hobson, Lieu- 
tenant Blue early evinced an inclination 
for naval affairs by building and floating 
on the old mill pond of the old homestead 
boats whittled from the pines of the Tar- 
heel State, and when he had reached the 
proper age he was. sent to the United 
States naval academy at Annapolis, from 
which institution he graduated with honor 
in the class of 1887. 

* * # 

For the next two years he was with the 
European squadron on the Pensacola, dur- 
ing which time he made‘a tour of Pales- 
tine. He also spemt several months in 
northern Africa, visiting the pyramids and 
other points of interest. Since then he has 
been in south African waters; belonged to 
the south Atlantic, north and south Pacific 
and the north Atlantic squadrons. He was 
at the Union iron works and superintend- 
ed the building of the Oregon, and a!so 
performed, the same duty during the con- 
struction of the Texas at the Norfolk navy 
yard. He was in South American waters 
during several revolutions in that country, 
being present at the battle of Managua, 
Nicaragua, Central America. He went in

| REGULARS OBJECT TO CRITICISM. 


Bul Arp’s Statements Are Answered 

by a Soldier. 

In answer to the last letter written by 
Bill Arp, in which he says that the army 
of regulars has been the cause of the 
great amount of disorder that has existed 
in the camps since the war began, Will 
.W. Gregg, a member of the band of the 
Fifth infantry, stationed at Fort McPher- 
son, ‘has written the following defense of 
the regulars. He says: 

Fort McPherson, Ga., June 21—Editor Con- 
stitution: On behalf of myself and cOm- 
rades of the regular army I ask you [to 
piint this answer to the gratuiious insu't 
offered us by Bill Arp in your issue of Suv- 
day, June 19th. It will be simple justice to 
‘US, as many of your readers lave no 
knowledge of the regular army except what 
is gained by reading such articies as ihe 
one under discussion. I understand that 
Bill Arp is an ex-confederate soidier, and 
{ cannot understand how a sojldier could 
attack soldiers in this wholesaie way. A 
man who has fought in the ranks is gen- 
erally manly enough not to shield himself 
behind generalities against those whom he 
dislikes, 
makes it specific enough to admit 
nial. 

tie begins his tirade against soldiers by 
calling the feguiar army “the scum of the 
earth.’’ Naw, without resorting to unpar- 
liameéentary language, I can prove that the 
truth is not in him. The regular army, bte- 
fore the present war began, consisted of 
about 26,000 men and officers. (J negiccted 
to call attention to the fact that he except- 
ed the officers, ‘“‘between whom and the en- 
listed men,” he said, ‘‘there was a great 
difference,” or words to that effect). The 
25,000 enlisted men were recruited from all 
parts of the union, the Fifth infantry, for 
‘¢nstance, numbering about 560 men, having 
nearly 300 native Georgians in its ranks! 
i can hardly believe that Georgia fathers 
and mothers, sisters afid wives are willing 
to credit the statements of a man who 
classes their sons, brothers and husbands 
as a part of “the scum of the earih.”’ A 
large percentage of the Georgia soldiers 
comes from the farmer class, a class that 
doesn’t naturally suggest ‘‘scum’’.of apy 
sort. This is a fair example, other regi- 
ments drawing largely from the same rela- 
tive classes in the states where they are 
garrisoned. I can speak more definitely of 
the Fifth infantry, as that is the regimnt 
in which I have the nonor of serving the 
country. We have a number of skilled me. 
chanics, carpenters, painters, blacksmiths, 
printers, shoemakers, tailors, etc. Serving 
in the ranks are men who have graduaied 
from well-known colleges, as well as a 
8mall] percentage whose educational facili- 
ties have been very limited. Seli-tnade 
men are on an equal footing with the 
spoiled darlings of society, and the man 
who does his duty is the one who ranks 
highest on the rolls. 

Our regiment is probably not an ex- 
ceptional one in any respect, although we 
like to keep up the ol@ nom du guerre of 
‘the fighting Fifth,” brag of our shooting 
and claim we can “whip our weight in 
wildcats.’” We are just like all of the reat 
of the army, which consists principaliy of 
men—emphatically men—with most wf a 
man’s best attributes and as few of his 
failings he any representative budy of men 
that Bi!l Arp could select, even from his 
native aE A word as to ihe fault: cf 
the soldier: They are the fuults of th4 
civilian. sometimes exaggeraicd !:y the 
separate and lonely life he leads. He will 
gamble—ask yourself how many civilians 
you know who are guilty of the same prac- 
tice. And yet, a!l soldiers do not gamble. A 
great many valdteas drink, ‘t is irue, and 
still if the saloofs depended entireciy upen 
soldier trade they might close up, part of 
them at least. The percentage of soldiers 
sent to the guardhousé@ for drunk2nness is 
& small one—smaller, I think, ‘han that ot 
the civilians in any large city. But you 
must not think that the regul:‘ion against 
drunkenness is not. enforced; quite the con- 
trary. Punishment is morally certain and 
quite severe. 

How mahy soldiers does Bill Ar p think 
are annually punished for outbreaks ofa 
serious sort in Atlanta? He would_be sur- 
prised, no doubt, if he knew the number. 
Yet, if a soldi er gets into trouble uptown 
how he does “get it in the neck!” First 
fined in the city court, then sent out to be 
tried by courtmartial and severely punish- 

It is true that the army suffers in 
reputation on account of its black sheep, 
but they are weeded uut as fast as in any 
other walk of life; the oniy difference be- 
ing that a man dishonorably disahc .rged 
from the army cannot ‘“‘take on’ again 
while the civillan rareiy rids himself of a 
ne’er-do-well without repeated trials to re- 
form him. 

As for ‘“‘murder, robbery and rape” fol- 
lowing in the path of “the northern almy.’* 
does not Bill Arp somewhat exnose his 
hand in that statement? Can it be that a 
soldier would so far forget his hon: sty in 
his animosity as to use the terms ‘‘north- 
ern army” and “regulars” as interchange- 
able? A great deal can be excused a man, 
even at this late day, for a slight feeling 
of hostility against a former enemy, but 
bless _your heart, Bill, the ‘northern 
army” were not all “regulars.” Indeed, a 
small percentage of those who came 
through Georgia were of that sadly ma- 
ligned class. 

But, to sum up in short: The regular 
army is composed of people from all walks 
of Kfe—artisans, students, artists. musi- 
clans—(even newspaper writers like your- 
self, Bill). Secondly, a character qualifiea- 
am is demanded that absolutely knocks out 
he “‘scum” theory: a medical examination 
is made that absolutely buries the corpse 
of the ingenious libel, as physicians will 
tell you that people of a low standard of 
mona!s are invariably defective in some 
way. "Third. men from the ranks fre- 
queniy—more frequently, perhaps, aan is 
knowWn—rise to wear the shoulder raps. 
Fourth, the court records sont the 
charge of all sorts of moral turpitude, as 
soldiers are not by any means “immune” 
from arrest. Fifth, Bill Arp does not know 
what he is talking about, as the raecality 
which brought about his exceedingly bit- 
ter and unealled for attack was not ‘com- 
mitted by the “regu!ars,”’ but by volunteers 
stationed at Chickamauga. and, again. it 
was not the “northern army,” as quite a 
number of the soldiers stationed there hail 
from Dixie. 

Soldiers are, as I said before. men, with 
the same failings and good qualities as 
other men. One thing, however, you will 
not find in the army is an “old ma! 
When a man gets so far along in Hfe ~ at 
he is of no further use than to @rink tea (”) 
and gossip, a wise and benevolent govern- 
ment, with more than paternal care and 
forethought, sends him to the Soldiers’ 
Home, where he can discuss the way in 
which he saved the country, and argue with 
the other “‘has-beens” as to the manner in 
which the government ought to be run (to 
suit them). There are. no doubt. men who 
can tell what Rebert E. Lee ought to have 
done, as well as those who discuss Grant’s 
failings. And the worst of it is, you just 
have to let them talk—it is the only way in 
which they make up for “time’s revenge.” 
We may all be old some day; let us pray 
that old age does not make us spiteful as 
well as wrinkled and toothless.

The war department thas decided to estab- 
lish a military prison“at Fort McPherson 
and the greater number of prisoners cap- 
tured by the United States army of invasion 
will be brought here and kept confined and 
closely guarded. 

The question of what to do with Span- 
jards captured in Cuba is one that has been 
considered by Secretary of War Alger for 
some time, and after carefully viewing the 
matter from all points he has decided that 
it will be best to bring them to the United 


Siates. 
What to do with them after they have 


been brought to this country has also been 


considered. 


that Fort McPherson affords the best fa- 


cilities, and for that reason the prison will 


be established there. 


The fitness of Fort McPherson for a pris- 
on was disclosed by the war department 
when the first prisoners of the war were 
brought here and put in the guardhouse. 
All the Spaniards captured by the Ameri- 
can navy were brought here, and those who 
were exchanged were taken from Fort Mc- 


Phersom to Florida and sent from there to 


Cuba. 
Expect to Capture Many. 

It is expected by the war department that 
at least 5,000 Spanish soldiers will be cap- 
tured when the American forces attack and 
take the city of Santiago. To keep these 
soldiers in Cuba would require a large guard 
and the men for this purpose cannot be 
spared from General Shafter’s army. The 
prisoners will therefore be loaded on the 
transports which carr‘ed the army of in- 
vasion to Cuba and be brought to the 
United States. They will be disembarked at 
some coast city and at once placed on 
trains, which will be rushed to Atlanta. 

The probability is that arrangements will 
be made at Fort McPherson at once for the 
care of the prisoners. There are a large 
mumber of soldiers at the fort, and these 
will doubtless be used as a guard. 

One of the reasons for the establishment 
of the prison here is the healthfulness of 
Atianta and the ease with which supplies 
can be brought here. The railroad facili- 
ties are ‘known to surpass those of any 
other southern city and large bodies of 
men can be rushed to and from the city 
with an ease and dispatch which cannot be 
found elsewhere in the south. 

When the prisoners come there will be 
a iarge number of them, since it is the 
purpose of the government not to send any 
of them to the military prison until a large 
number have been captured. General Shaf- 
ter will be able to take care of them until 
a sufficient number for shipping has been 
captured. 

The Story from Washingtor. 
Just what kind of prison will be estab- 
lished at Fort McPherson is not known. 
The news of the determination of the war 
department to establish the prison here 
comes in the shape of a special dispatch 
from Washington, which is as follows:

In these moments so fraught with inter- 
ests of war and provocative of such keen 
eagerness for martial details, more than 
usual attention will be attracted to the 
completion in bronze by the Gorham Man- 
ufacturing Company of the colossal] figure 
of 4 cavalryman, intended for the elabor- 
ate monument to be erected upon the Chat- 
tanooga battlefield by the state of Georgia. 
There is a grim suggestiveness founu in 
the fact that these grounds, bloody and

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hallowed by battles of almost forty years 
ago, stould arin be the scene of massed 
troops, eager to serve their country to the 
extent of their lives. 

It might be interesting, indeed, for the 
analyst of psychological character to de- 
termine the essential point of differeace 
which animated the two generations.. To 
be sure, the cause invi3ived was diiferent, 
but the principle in the abstract is not so 
wide apart. Certainly the bronze statue 
does not convey any radical difference § It 
is the personification of a type—ia Ameri- 
can type—and it might as casily stand as 
a representation of the southern cavalry- 
man of today as for that of ‘tt. 

As in the other figures, Mr. Moynihan Aas 
modeled for this work, the cavalryman is 
aman of action. He stands firm and 
steadfast, well balanced on his feet and 
the whole body in correct military poise. 
One can readily imagine that the com- 
mand ‘‘draw sabers” has just rung out, 
and his firm grasp, with corded thong 
about his wrist, has drawn the heavy saber 
half its length from the sheath. That he is 
ready for action is seen by the absence of 
al] belongings which might impede action. 
His close hip jacket, buttoned to the throat, 
is held at the waist by a belt from which 
on the right hangs his pistol holster. His 
trousers are tucked in the tops of his 
boots and his hea@ ‘s surmounted with the 
slouch hat which has through al tlese 
years retained its favor. 

The lineaments of the face convey the 
education and refinement of the man. While 
the expression is kindly, yet there is unnus- 
takable firmness and decision manifested 
bv the moutn aad slightly beurded chin. 
The figure is simple and yet admirable. 
Mr. Moynihan iis succeedel in producing 
one which is thoroughly acceptable in its 
intent to represent the yeteran as he looked 
thirty-odd years ago. The idealism ex- 
pressed, and which mst necess2rily exist 
in a figure of composite personality, is not 
heightened beyond natura: mess and tmhere- 
fore, this breuze soldier may Trignhtiy be 
considered as representative of the man in 
the ranks—the mainstay of the nation. 

This, with the figure of theartilleryman 
and infantryman «already completed. will 
form a trio as monamencal ornaments 
which will afford the Keenest eatisfaction 
and admiration to these who yield such 
grateful recognition to the deeds of hero- 
ism. 

The last and crowning figure, the color 
bearer. is already well along toward com- 
pletion and his proportions are colossal. 
The head of a man six foot tall will barely 
reach his waist. It is a figure as graceful 
as it is striking, and will be one of the 
most prominent castings “of the year. 
While this figure of the cavalryman, with 
his giant stature of seven feet, which is 
still further augmented by a plinth of 
seven inches on which he stands, and over 
eight hundred pounds avoirdupois, is suffi- 
cient to impress one with his size, yet 
ranged with the infantry and cava'ryman 
of similar height alongside the colorbearer, 
they look like boys. From the top of an 
eighty-foot shaft, however, the: jatter will 
lose much of his heroic proportions.

At Appomattox General Grant issued an 
order allowing ,the members of the band 
to take their instruments home with them 
and they are now on exhibition in the band 
hall. The band occupied a post of honor at 
the funeral of General Grant in New York 
and has attended nearly all of the famous 
military and civic demonstrations in this 
country, having been the only amateur band 
recognized by the authorities of the World’s 
Columbian exposition.

‘ATLANTA SHOULD CELEBRATE] BROUGHTON LAYS 


What Governor Atkinson Says Con- 
 gerning Independence Day. 


WANTS TO SEE FLAGS FLXiNG 


The Governor Says Atlanta Should Be 
Decorated from One End 
to the Other. 


“TY want to see a revival of the Fourth 
of July spirit,” said Governor W. Y. At- 
kinson yesterday. ‘I want to see the flags 
flying. The streets of Atlanta should be 
decorated with the stars and stripes from 
one end to the other.’’ 

The governor has always been among 
the leaders in patriotic undertakings, and 
in the matter of recommencing the celebra- 
tion of Independence Day he is very en- 
thusiastic. He will make a speech on 
July 4th in a neighboring city. He regrets 
that he is unable to attend the celebration 
in this city, but his absence is unavoid- 
able, as he had already accepted the other 
invitation when the movement to celebrate 
was commenced here. 

The movements in this city has fairly 
begun, and it is probable that Atlanta 
will have one of the most patriotic demon- 
strations held here in some time. The 
number of flags hoisted in the city during 
the past few weeks and ‘the fact that 
the people are interested in the progress 
of the war indicates that the time to re- 
vive the annual celebration of the inde- 
pendence of United States has arrived 
and that the citizens of Atlanta will take 
hold of the matter in earnest. 

“J intend putting out the largest flag 
I can find in the state,”’ continued the 
governor. “I will swing it out here over 
the mansion steps, and I would like to see 
every house in the city decorated in the 
same way. The flag of Georgia will swing 
beside the United States flag, and I do not 
care how often they kiss during the day. 

“There is no doubt that the proper time 
has arrived for the revival of the Fourth 
of July sentiment. The people of Georgia 
are as patriotic as those of any other 
state, and as scon ag the movement is 
commenced Independence Day will be- 
come one of the most important days on 
the calendar.’ 

“I sincerely trust there will be a mag- 
nificent celebration in Atlanta, and I am 
confident that if any is held at alt it will 
be magnificent. The press has a duty to 
perform in this matter. The people should 
be stirred up and be made to realize what 
the Fourth of July means. The great 
majority of the people are already very en- 
thusiastic and all that is necessary is 
for some one to start the movement. I 
am a great believer in flags, and I hope 
to see them on nearly every house in At- 
lanta.’’

A Young Man Charged with Conducting 
a Bogus Concern. 


VICTIMIZED MANY FARMERS 


So the City Detectives Who Made the 
Arvest Btate. 


WAS TAKEN IN CUSTODY ON A WARRANT 


He Asserts That He Is Innocent—The 
Kind of Business It Is Said He 
« Was Engaged In. 


young man in the city was arrested 

yesterday afternoon on a warrant 
sworn out by Rev. L. J. Ehrlich, of North 
Carolina.”Henson is charged with conduct- 
ing a bogus produce concern, and the im- 
mediate cause of his arrest was some 
checks which he is said to have given 
and which were not honored. 

The city detectives say that Henson has 
been carrying on a produce business under 
the name of the Gate City Produce Com- 
pany, while no such a concern existed, and 
that he bought goods for which he paid 
with checks which were not worth the pa- 
per on which they were written. 

For the past three or four months the 
city detectives have been receiving letters 
‘making inquiries about the Gate City Pro- 
duce Company, the writers stating that 
they shipped produce to the com- 
pany and had never been paid. 
in some of the letters mention 
was made of checks which had been thrown 
out of the banks in Atlanta on.which they 
were drawn. 

Aboat three months ago Henson was 
taken in custody by the police, but for 
geome reason there was no prosecution and 
he was turned loose. Lately business houses 
in the city have reported the receipt of 
checks which had been mailed them by 
farmers and which had been signed ‘Gate 
City Produce Company, C. A. Henson, 
Manager.’’ In all cases of the kind the 
checks were of no value. 

Scill there was no prosecution. Saturday 
night the police received the warrant sworn 
out by Rev. Ehrliish, of North Carolina, 
and yesterday for the second time Henson 
Was taken to the police barracks. He was 
locked up in the corridor of the city prison. 

What the Detectives Say. 

The city detectives stated after the arrest 
that Henson had been carrying on a bogus 
business in Atlanta for more than a year 
past and the wonGer was that he had not 
been caught up with and prosecuted be- 
fore this. ‘‘Henson’s plan is,’’ they said, 
“to order produce and send his check be- 
fore shipment. The goods would be receiv- 
ed in Atlanta and disposed of long before it 
Was discovered that the checks were worth- 
less. He went to the express office him- 
self and took- the produce away, having 
found customers before it arrived. In some 
instances he rectived several shipments 
from the same parties before the checks 
Were thrown out of bank. It must have 
been that he only caught each person for 
a small amount and this kept him from 
being prosecuted. The totdl amount of 
money he has picked up in this way, how- 
ever, will run way up into the hundreds, 
and, perhaps, thousands.” 

He Pleads Not Guilty. 

Henson, when asked about his trouble, 
said that he knew nothing about any crook- 
edness. 

“T was in the produce business,”’ he said, 
“with Dave Bailey, at No. 69 Decatur 
street, until about a month ago and our 
concern was called the Gate City Produce 
Company. We, quit business after having 
kept up for a year. We had a bank ac- 
count, and so far as I know all the checks 
Wwe gave were paid.” 

On the other hand, the city directory 
makes no mention of any such firm as the 
Gate City Produce Company, and the po- 

elee claim that it has never existed. Bailey, 
Henson says, has left the city and he does 
not know where he is located. 

As a number of people have been look- 
ing for and making inquiries about the 
Gate City Produce Company for quite.a 
while, the news of Henson’s arrest will be 
of interest to not a few business men in 


the city.

SIZE OF CROPS 


Peach Growers Declined To Go on Record 
About Their Shipments. 


LARGE GROWERS ARE CONTENT 


Railroads Are Not Running Any =Ex- 
}. cursions This Summer. 


THEY CANNOT SPARE THE COACHES 


They Have To Keep Enough Equip- 
ment on Hand to Move the Soi- 
Ciers—The Garrett Stock. 


To week will see a rapid increase 
in the shipment of Georgia. peaches 
to the markets of the north and west. 
The fruit ripened rapidly last week and 
the rains Monday and Tuesday gave size 
to the fruit. The warm days which fol- 
lowed put in the sugar and the fruit goes 
to market this year large, smooth and lus- 
cious. 

A good rain just as the fruit is beginning 
to ripen adds considerably to its size and 
appearance. This season the conditions 
have been very favorable. All that re- 
mains is to get the fruit to market in 
g00d condition, and the careful arrange- 
ments which have been made by the Ar- 
mour refrigerating line insures the deliv- 
ery of the peaches north and west in better 
condition than ever berore. 

The members of last week’s Fruit Grow- 
ers’ convention at Mavun declined to reg- 
ister the amount of fruit which they ship. 
A motion was made calling for such a reg- 
istry, but it was voted down. As a matter 
of fact, the Jarge growers like Rumph, 
Haile, Withoft and James are not making 
any kick against the arrangements which 
the Central made with the Armour people. 
The motion to register was made in order 
to find out what proportion of the growers 
were dissatisfied. For some reason the 
growers who were fighting the road would 
not show up how much fruit they ship. 

One of the growers, who has protested 
against the exclusive contract with the 
Armour line, said a few days ago in At- 
lanta that the rates for refrigeration are 
just the same this year that they were 
last season, but he stated that he had no 
rebate this season. Heretofore, when all 
the refrigerating lines were free to enter 
the peach territory, they cut the rates on 
one another by giving rebates, and the 
railroad people say that they had great 
trouble taking out cars after they had 
been ordered on side tracks at the orch- 
ards and putting others in. 

California peaches ure being shipped to 
the eastern markets and it turns out that 
the Pacific cOast crop was not a failure 
after all. The crop is short and it is not 
up to the standard in appearance, but Cal- 
ifornia will ship a great many peaches 
just the same. The charge for freight and 
refrigeration from San Francisco to Chi- 
cago is nearly $100 more per carload than 
from Georgia to Chicago. The California 
peach shipping season is longer than Geor- 
gia’s. In this state the frult rinens in 
much less time. 


The decision of the interstate commerce 
commission, sustaining the rates on water- 
melons from South Carolina to New York 
and Boston, settles a question over which 
there has been complaint from time to 
time. It was shown that the rate on 
melons.from South Carolina to New York 
is 7 cents per 100 pounds less than the rate 
on cotton. Melons are hauled on (fast 
trains and with much more expense than 
cotton. The commissioners thought the 
average cost of producing a carload of 
watermelons, $42, was estimated too high 
by the complainants in the case, one rea- 
son for that opinion being the fact that 
growers:often sold their crops in the field 


for less money than the estimated cost of 


production. Melons from South Carolina 
to New York pay 36 cents per 100 pounds: 
This is about 9 cents per melon for freight, 
but they are large melons, small ones be- 
ing seldom shipped. The average load is 
1.200 melons. It takes four“acres to pro- 
duce that number.

It is 
quite rare to hear of one these days. This 
is because the government requires ‘so 
many cars for the transportation of troops. 
As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, the 
army officials instst on the soldiers hay- 
ing plenty of room when they travél, and 
each man has a seat to himself. 

Excursions produce a large amount of 
passenger revenue in the course of a sum- 
mer on most railroads, but this year the 
companies in the south actually have not 
the equipment to spare. They do not 
know what hour they will be called on to 
move a large body of trocps, and if they 
had an excursion announced when one of 
these orders came they would have to call 
off the excursion. So they have not under- 
taken tto run any this summer. This has 
coset them hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


(Miss Mary Garrett has sold all her stock 
in the Baltimore and Ohio railroad. She 
had 60,000 shares left to her by her father. 
This was worth, at par, $6,000,000. The old 
gentleman thought that he was leaving 
her a fortune of $6,090,000 invested which 
would be perfectly safe. But he has not 
been dead fourteen years and his daugh- 
ter had to sell it for what she could get. 
If she had kept it, she would rave had to 
pay an essessment on it of $1,200,000. The 
wreck was largely due to the bad manage- 
ment of the Baltimore and Ohio by her 
brother, Bob Garrett, wnen he was presi- 
dent. His first break was in prematurely 
telling his plans for getting control of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore. 
He made the announcement at a dinner 
party. One of his guests immediately put 
the Pennsylvania road on notice, and Gar- 
rett’s plans were defeated. Then he built 
a parallel line and ran his company deeply 
in debt to do it.

The 
wife has reiented, however, and her pur- 
pose in calling on the inayor was to enlist 
his influence in getting her husband re- 
leased from the Roosevelt brigade so that 
he might return to his household. 

Mrs. Jones stated that in less than a year 
after her marriage she noticed a sort of 
estrangement on the part of her husband, 
and her inquiries as to the cause met replies 
that he was merely bilious. The wife sus- 
pected that all was not as fit should be, 
however, .and- proceeded to investigate. 
These investigations were fruitless until 
wbout four months ago, when Mrs. Jones 
happened to notice a delicately-scented, 
Square-cornered, feminine-addressed note 
de‘ivered in the mail to her husband. She 
did not hesitate to open the epistle and 
found it was from the person named Jennie 
Whitcomb, who wanted Jones to meet her 
at a Whitehall street candy store that 
afternoon at 5 o'clock. 

Mrs. Jones. resealed the envelope and de- 
livered it to her ‘husband without betraying 
the knowledge of the contents. At 5 o'clock 
She Was on hand at the candy store and 
Was not surprised to see her tetter half 
chatting contidentially with a dizzy blonde 
at one of the little tables behind a big 
palm. Concealing her emotion as best she 
could, she interrupted the seance and took 
her seat at the table. 

The pyrotechnic fusilade of words that 
passed between blonde and brunette must 
nave made the clerks and customers prick 
up their ears in astonishment, for to use 
Mrs. Jones’s own expression to the mayor, 
‘“*‘What she said.was sufficient,.”” Fortunate- 
ly Jones did not cail a policeman, succeeded 
in getting the two women out of the shon 
without pulling each other’s hair and‘ cun- 
ducted, or rather his wife conducted him, 
home.

The mayor 
believes that thé woman, not wisring any 
notoriety, concealed her identity and where- 
abouts, but gave her right name.

The Chotce of a President 
for Wesleyan Female College. 


Macon, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)—With the 
exception of one year’s study elsewhere, 
Wesleyan college is responsible for any de- 
gree of education [ May possess, and 
since I received my diploma it has fre- 
quently been in my power to speak a good 
word for the college. This opportunity I 
have never neglected, and in times past it 
has been my pleasure to use any influence 
[ had in inducingygiris to attend Wesley- 
an college. If this long, uninterrupted ap- 
preciation entitles me to any slight con- 
s.deration, I would like the privilege of 
proposing a plan that I believe would re- 
sult in great benefit to the college. 

That the college is in debt is a fact no 
longer to be concealed. The open ques- 
tion is how best to discharge past obliga- 
tions and to meet current expenses, I 
know that the head af the college has al- 
ways been a man, and that tradition is 
opposed to feminime interference in busi- 
ness matters, and yet—all of the pupils 
of Wesleyan college are girls, and some of 
them have become. the celebrated women 
of two continents-—witness. Miss Laura 
Haygood and Miss Clare de Graffenreid. 

If Mrs. Hetty Green is one of America’s 
greatest financiers, why should not women 
be listened to in money matters? The 
men. are not alone in the endeavor to make 
ends meet, and many men will remember 
the time when their wives have been 
of valuable assistance in making $10 buy 
ten dollars’ worth. The board of trustees 
Should be the last men in the world to 
refuse to listen to a suggestion from one 
of the graduates of the institution whose 
interest is their care, al 

At the last meeting of the trustees the 
question of the finane!a] condition of the 
college was a troublous one. Efforts were 
mate to reduce the expenses and for one 
thing it was decided to in future purchase 
the supplies by contracts with tne lowest 
bidders. This was undoubtedly wise, but 
there the work of practical retrenchment 
ends. for deducting an occasiona! $10 from 
a salary is no real help to the institution. 

Unt'] the college possesses an adequate 
endowment fund its principal revenue must 
perforce be derived from the qyiition of 
the pupils. The patronage now 
not what it should be, and 
does not compare with what it was in 
Dr. Bass’s time, when it was the rule, 
not the exception, for Macon girls to grad- 
uate there. There is No adequate endow- 
ment fund, and if there are not pupils 
enough to pay expenses from whence is 
the money to come? Independence is a 
glorious thing, but like ali other virtues, 
cannot be safely carried to excess. I be- 
lieve that the alumnae of a college shoud 
be its most loyal friends, but the college 
must be loyal to the alumnae.and occa- 
sionally show a wish to hear from them 
an expression of opinion. It would not 
be a bad idea for the board of trustees 
to throw some part of the responsibility 
of the financial and educational success 
of the college upon the alumnae by writ- 
ing certain of their number to form an 
auxiliary board to be consulted and ad- 
vised with as to the management of the 
college. The gentlemen of the Macon Hos- 
pital Association will bear witness that 
the ladies’ auxiliary has proven an invalu- 
able aid to that organization, and cer- 
tainly the experiment fis well worth trying. 
The graduates of Wesleyan college are 
scattered throughout Georgia and in other 
states, and ig a few influential women

Now that Dr. Hammond’s resignation 
leaves Wesleyan coliege without a preai- 
dent the time is opportune to try the pow- 
er and interest of the alumnae association 
if properly aroused. The women have long 
been pupils, now let them have a voice 
in the management—always, of course, 
with the board of trustees as supreme 
counsellors—for what Wesleyan graduate 
has not an exalted idea of the opinion of 
that body? No act of the trustees cou'd 
more surely meet with the approval of the 
Wesleyan College Alumnae Association 
than the placing of Mrs. John B. Cobb 
at the head of the college with full con- 
trol of the management. As is well known 
She is a graduate of the college and has 
for so long been a member of the faculty 
that her identification with Wesleyan 
college is complete.

Over 1,000 mules and more than 200 horses 
have been purchased in Atlanta during the 
past four weeks by the department of the 
gulf. These animals have been bought for ’ 
the prrpose of supplying the army and 
the purchases will continue until all troops 
Of cavalry, all batteries of artillery and 
all signal corps in the territory of the de- 
partment have been fitted out with the 
finest horses and mules procurable, 

A special board to examine this stock 
has been created, and the members of it 
are kept very busy making purchases. 
The board consists of Major,Fechet, who 
is a cavalry officer, having been stationed 
for a number of years in the west; Cap- 
tain Woodward, who is considered an ex- 
pert on horseflesh, and Dr. F. W. Benteen, 
of this city, son of the late General F. W. 
Benteen. , 

The headquarters of this board is in the 
Miller & Brady stable and a United States 
flag has been hoisted over the stable in 
honor of the board. The board will have 
nothing except the finest stock and a good 
price is paid. The stock purchased during 
the past month was excellent. The price 
paid for mules averaged $130 and the price 
of horses averaged $112.50. 

The horses and mules must meet certain 
requirements of the board and if they are 
not up to the standard in every particular 
they are rejected at once. Many fine ani- 
mals are brought before the board and are 
rejected because they’are not the kind of 
stock wanted. 

In order to avoid this in the future Dr. 
F. W. Benteen, of the board, who aids in 
the inspection of the stock, yesterday fur- 
nished the following interview: 

“While it would be contrary to the ethics 
of my profession as well as to the wishes 
of the war department to pass review on 
the individual merits or the stock which 
has passed under my {nspection, I am still 
at liberty to say something in regard to 
the qualifications for government service. 
There is no reason why Georgia should 
not furnish the stock purchased by this 
department, and as Uncle Sam is paying 
g00d prices for such stock as meets his 
requirements, the trade would certainly 
prove profitable to the state. In many 
quarters there seems to be a decided mis- 
understanding as to the kind of horses 
needed.
